Ci.S.R. 173.—In exercise of the powers conferred by pro¬ 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution and In supersession 
of the office of the Development Commissioner for Handi¬ 
crafts, Deputy Director (Design and Documentation!

Provided that tire Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the persona* 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule.
